Rain saved our garden. Yes, 
in spite of rabbits and the pre- 
vious dry “Spell_we now have 
quite a good garden. Wet awful- 
ly big but sufficiently provific 
to keep our three families sup- 
plied and a few of our neigh- 
bours too. We don’t usually have 
much luck with green peas but 
this year we have had plenty. 
The flower graden, too, is much 
better than I ever thought it 
would be. Lots of bloom but un- 
fortunately bare spots here and 
there where plants succumbed 
to the drought or were tramped 
down by dogs and cats. We have 
had our share of aphids and 
other insects. Not knowing what 
would get where I made an al- 
most daily habit of examining 
the small leaves and shoots. on 
shrubs and trees. At different 
times I found buggy things on 
the Honeylocust; green lice on 
the flowering crab and ahpids on 
the rambler rose. They all got 
the same treatment, including 
the nasturtiums — spray from a 
can that is equally good for des- 
troying insects inside or out. 
If done at the right time one 
spraying on growing things 
seems sufficient. 


Our experience with cherries 
was not so good. Neighbours 
away on a trip to Europe told 
us to help ourselvest&¥to their 
garden fruit. There ‘are four 
cherry trees, old but-quite pro- 
ductive. The fruit was: ready 
for picking. Last Tuesday we 
got six baskets — that is. Dee. 
Art and Johnny. Wednesday I 
went back and got one basket 
for ourselves. Joy intended com- 
ing for a picking but it got hot 
so she didn’t bother. Saturday 
J went over for raspberries, and 
do you know, I couldn’t be- 
lieve my eves. There wasn’t a 
cherry left! Nothing on the 
trees, but leaves and cherry pits. 
Birds are far better pickers than 
people. And of course with no 
one in the house and no close-, 
by neighbours, the robins. star- 
lings, and even crows, were un- 
molested..I know, because on 
my last picking, at least twenty 
birds, including two crows, few 
up ftom the trees when I first 
approached. 


There are about four acres of 


rough, scrubby land on this 
propérty with a good crop of 
poison ivy Our friends were 


trying to do a clean-up job this 
spring and Mrs got a ter- 
rible dose of poison ivy through 
pulling at the roots. She had to 
go to a skin specialist and the 
infection almost caused rancel- 
lation of their trip to Eurone. 
What the treatment was I don’t 
know but the doctor got it clear- 
ed up in four or five weeks so 
they got away after all. Since 
then I have come across & sug-, 
gestion for killing polson ivy 
recommended by the Depart- 
ment of- Agriculture. I pass the 
information along for those who 
may be Interested. “A new 
chemical. called A.T.A. (Amino 
Triazole) is now considered the 
most effective means of destroy- 
ing polson ivy. This themical, 
applied when the plants are in 
full leaf at the rate of 4 table-

What are 
earwigs? Well, I'll tell you. The 
common earwig is a nasty little 
brownish insect, in appearance 
something between a large ant 
and a grasshopper, with six legs, 
a pair of antennas and tiny for- 
ceps at the end of its body Ear- 
wigs can secrete themselves in 
any cavity to the very centre 
of flowers, fruits and vegetables, 
on which thev live They are 
most destructive insects ind are 
found all over Europe, Mexico, 
Central America and Australia. 
They congregate under bark of 
trees, especially in woodpiles. 

Earwigs got. their name be- 
cause they have been known to 
burrow into the human ear of 
persons sleeping in the open. But 


_ they are chiefly dreaded because 


of their destructive habits In 
gardens and orchards. 


So, if you meet any unknown 
insects of this type get busy 
with insecticide. This is the first 
time I have heard of their being 
in Canada. If they have really 
taken up residence here then 
we've got to get rid of them. 
We have enough native insects 
as it is: we certainly don’t want 
to encourage imported varleties

I’ve been looking into the tra~ 
ditions of Wimbledon and they 
are not at all the type that one 
might think. 


It turns out that this is not 
a royal and ancient game at all. 


The inventor was a major in 
the Dragoon Guards. Major. W. 
Clopton Wingfield. (This was 
around,.1870.) Proot that this 
was a new game, and no rela- 
tive of the game that Shake- 
speare publicized and Henry VIIT- 
played at Hampton Court, is to 
be found in the Patients Office. 
The gallant major patented his 
game. It had to be new to get 
a patent. . 


Major BY. Clopton Wingfieil 
called h game Sphairistike. 
This is Greek and so was fis 
game to most English people. As 
it involved a racket and a bail 
on the lawn the ho: polloi, as 
Greeks and majors also had it, 
simply called it “lawn. tennis” 
and left it at that, regardless 
of the inventor’s feelings, 


Tennis, the earlier racket and 
ball game, is now distinguished 
as “real tennis” (royal tennis). 
Its devotees find it hard to raise 
a four, let alone an objection 
to the use of the term “tennis”, 
This game was actually played 
indoors, not out of doors and at 
court rather than on a court, 
It was extremely complicated 
and many of the latest rules 
wer invented by Henry VIII (se 
that he could win), 


What the lawns of Wimbledon 
were really for was not tennis 
at all but croquet, Here were 
the headquarters cf the All- 
England Croquet Club. In 1877 
croquet, it seems, had tempor- 
arily fallen upon hard times. 
The All-England Club’s horse- 
roller (by which one means, of 
eourse, a roller pulled by a 
horse) was broken. Funds were 
short. The grass was not good 
enough for croquet. As a special 
attraction, a kind of croquet 
player's joke, the cub decided 
to put on an All-England Ama- 
{eur Sphairistike Championship. 
Twenty-two men — one notes 
the influence of cricket — were 
invited to take part, writes John 
Allan May in The Christian 
Science Monitor. ‘ 


The contest began on July 9, 
1877, in the then club grounds 
in Worple Road, Wimbledon. A 
day’s interval was arranged be- 
tween the ‘semifinals and the 
final so that everyone could zo 
to Lord's cricket ground to catch 
a day of the Eton and Harrow ~ 
game. And it’ was, indeed, a 
former Harrow boy, Mr. Spencer 
W. Gore, who won the first 
alert sphairistike - final 
next day: 

Next year the winner, Mr. P. 
F. Hadow, came from Ceylon (on 
leave). It was the first time he 
had ever played the game, And 
so it went on in lighthearted 
tashion like this, while croquet 
got back on its feet. In, I think, 
1884, there was a ladies’ com- 
petition for the first time.

Ancient Satchel . 
Still Fools Them 


The Miami Marlins were try- 
ing to play ghost, the game in 
which. each player suggests a 
letter until someone completes 
a word and loses. They. were sit- 
ting in the lounge of an airliner 
bound for Rochester, N.Y., sweat- 
ing out stakes of 5 cents a round. 

“QQ,” began Leroy Satchel 
Paige, leading off on the basis 
of seniority. 

Henry Mason, a pitcher, con- 
sidered briefly. “I challenge, 
Satch,” Mason said, deadpan. 
“You don’t know no words be- 
ginning with ‘q’.” 

“Cucumber,” Paige said. “Gim- 
me my quarter.” 

As he travels the baseball cir- 
cuit for perhaps the 35th year, 
Satchel Paige still makes up his 
own rules. He misses planes, for- 


gets curfews, and never bothers ~ 


to run, but nobody around the 
Marlins complains For Satch, 
who may be 50 or 55 or 60, is 
still unquestionably a magnifi- 
cent pitcher. In one recent week 
he relieved in three games for 
the Marlins. Facing the hustling, 
talented youngsters of the Triple 
A International League, he won 
twice—against Rochester and 
Richmond. Pitching for a sixth- 
place club, his record is 6 and 4. 
Apparently age cannot wither 
his right arm. 

Paige’s career, which began on 
sandlots in Mobile, Ala., some- 
time before World War I took 
him first through Negro leagues 
where occasionally he moved his 
fielders into the dugout.so that 
he could strike out the side more 
dramatically. “The best I’ve 
seen” Dizzy Dean said once, af- 
ter Paige beat a troupe of big 
leaguers, “1-0. In the majors 
Paige worked more formally and, 
although he was past 40 when 
Cleveland signed him in 1948, 
he stayed in the big leagues for 
five years. 


In his prime he drove a Cadil- 
lac emblazoned with -a_ sign, 
reading: “Satchel Paige—world’s 
greatest pitcher.” As a concession 
to age, Paige has left the. sign 
off his latest car, but he had 
added a refrigerator in the trunk. 
“T puts fish there,” he says, “No 
‘wne..believes how big I catch 
‘em, the biggest ones there 
and when sometse disputes me, 
I) just take the fish Out of’ the 
trunk.” 


Since his fast ball has lost a 
little of its hop, Paige has chang- 
ed his pitching tactics slightly. 
“[ uses more psychiatry than I 
used to,” he says. “I stares at 
them, slaps some rosin around 
and by the time I lets go those 
batter’s legs starts to wobble.” . 


In addition, Paige’s assort- 
ment includes the hesitation 
pitch, He moves smoothly 


through a kick and at the top of” 
the windup he stops. Then, when 
he suspects the batter is relaxirig, 
he fires. Sometimes fooled bat- 
ters protest. “But I ain't never 
thrown an illegal pitch,” Paige 
says. “Thé trouble is once in a 
while I tosses one that ain’t never 
been seen by this generation.” 


To what generation does he 
belong? 


“T really is 49,” he insists. “I'll 
be 50 when the season quits in 
September.” 

Looking at Paige, his body still 
lithe, his hair untouched by gray, 
you are tempted to accept the 
answer as true. Then you recall 
that Satch said exactly the same 
thing seven years ago when he 
was’ pitching for Cleveland. — 
From NEWSWEEK.

In The U.S.A. 


“The sharp rise in the num- 
ber of young unwed mothers in 
the U.S. is one of our most tra- 
gic and disturbing problems,” 
Katharine B. Oettinger, chief of 
the Children’s Bureau in Wash- 
ington, D.C., said recently. 

In 1940, there were about 90,- 
000 children born out of wed- 
lock. During 1950. the figure 
was 141,000. This year, it may 
reach 200,000. “Two out of five 
of these births are to girls un- 
der 20," said Mrs. Oecettinger. 
“There are nearly 5,000 illegiti- 
mate births a year to girls under. 
15." 

Government, statistics show 
that the Southern. states, and 
some of the large Eastern and 
Midwestern, states, notably 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, head 
the list. @& recent study by the 
Washington, D.C., Health, De- 
partment reveals that the Dis- 
trict has more babies born out 
of wedlock than any other large 
city. The figures are higher in 
city than in rural areas, with 
the Negro rate-two to three 
times that for white girls. 


Wherever she may live, fa- 
cilities for helping the unwed 
mother are woefully few. She 
may turn to a state public-wel- 
fare agency, the Salvation Army, 
or a Florence Crittenton home 
(an organization of residential 
homes for unwed mothers, with 
some 55 branches). However, a 
Children’s Bureau report points 
out, “invariably, voluntary and 
public agencies report inade- 
quate funds and _ insufficient 
staffs to offer medical care and 
social services needed by the 
unmarried mothers and their 
children.” ~—From. NEWSWEEK.

Q. How can I clean a sour 

nge? 

A. Try rubbing a fresh lemon 
thoroughly into the sponge and 
then rinsing it several times in 
lukewarm water. It will become 
&s sweet as when new. 


Q. How can I waterproof 
shoes? 
A. Apply castor oil to the 


shoes about twice a week, and 


they will be waterproof. 


Q. How can I remove grease 
spots from a carpet or rug? 

-A. By rubbing with a mixture 
of fuller’s earth, oxgall, and 
water. inse thoroughly. with 
clear water, then rub as dry as 
possible with a dry cloth. 

Q. How can I give a grain 
effect to wood? 

A. Beauty of finish and the 
greatest possible grain effect can 
be obtained with a treatment of 
linseed oil applied directly to the 
bare wood. 


Q. How can I remove blood 
stains from fabrics? 

A. Soak in cold water for 
about an hour and then wash in 
warm. water and white soap. If 
the stains are old, they can 
sometimes be removed by wet- 
ting with cold water and cover- 
ing thickly with powdered starch. 
Allow to stand for several hours, 
then wash. If this is not effective, 
it might be necessary to use a 
bleaching solution after. soaking. 

Q. How can I clean a white 
panama hat? 

A. Use a suds of white laundry 
soap, adding ammonia until the 
water feels soft; then add for 
each pint of suds one tablespoon 
of glycerine. Wash the hat in 
this, using a soft brush, lay on 
a board and dry in the shade. Or, 
clean it by rubbing with a cloth 
saturatel with peroxide of hy- 
drogen.

One hundred and twenty-five 
years ago, Alfred Nobel, foun- 
der of the Peace prize, was born 
in Stockholm. A century ago, he 


_ perfected a commercial ' explo- 
sive, which he called dynamite. 


It has served industry well, rip- 
ping apart the bowels of moun- 
tains to loosen veins of iron ore, 
prying free coal deposits 
wedged in seams of slate, and 


' pulling down hillsides rich in 


copper, silver, and many rarer 
metals, It has dug ditches to 


drain swamps and = salvaged 
drowned . acres and cleared 
stumpage for farmland and 


‘yoadways. Nobel designed dyna- 


mite for man’s welfare — not 
his desrtuction. As evidence of 
his ethical and mora! intentions, 
he uséd his profits to establish 
the Peace prize. 

The atom splitters, from Ein- 
atein and Fermi to the men who 
made the instrument that ob- 
literated much of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, prefer to think of. the 
atomic pile as generating power 
for merchant ships and power 
plants. 

The Chinese invented gun- 
powder for their ceremonial 
firecrackers many centuries be- 
fore the Italian states employed 
explosives for their guns in the 
fourteenth century. Over the 
years, the tools of war have he- 
come deadlier. Now for better 
.or for worse, we have dynaniite, 
TNT, cordite, nuclear fission and 
nuclear fusion. What then is the 
most explosive thing in the 
world? 


Actually, it is none of these. 
The most explosive thing in 
the world today is printer’s ink. 
Why? Because a little of it, toss- 
ed into the alphabet, can deton- 
ate ideas that will move the 
minds’ of men with a force in- 
finitely greater and more last- 


.. ing than the whirlwind loosed 


by . splitting an atom. Printer’s 
ink serves good or evil, but the 


- evidence on the positive side far 


outweighs the negative. For 
when a man with a vision of 
man’s higher destiny touches 
ink to paper, its blackness holds 
the light of the world. 

In his urge to make the in- 
herent power of printer’s ink 
the servant of the arts and sci- 
ences, Nobel offered annual re- 
wards to the talented writers 
who used the printed word for 
the esthetic pleasure of their 
fellow men. Some books are 
stimulating, some challenging, 
some debatable, and some in- 
herently evil. Many have left a 
deep impress on the minds and 
souls of men. ... 

Judgment of the printed word 
comes not through repression 
but through exposure, and its 
power as a force for good de- 
pends upon the discipline of the 
emotional by the rational. 
Though. atomic power may 
threaten man's destruction, 
printer’s ink holds promise of 
his salvation. Personally, we'll 
take our chances on the superior 
force of printer’s ink. —-. Dun’s 
Review (New York).

Trails Recalled 


The public ean take to the 
road this summer in a chrome- 
and- steel engineered marvel 
containing power brakes, air 
conditioning, power — steering, 
fog lights, a radio, and plastic 


seat covers. It may not be paid 


for, but it's beautiful. It is 
known in our culture as the 
automobile. 

The gleaming car will glide 
along six-lane superhighways 
built by electronic “instruments 


that figure beam stresses and 


control the mixing of concrete. 
When the motorist gets stuck in 
a weekend traffic jam, helicop- 
ters may hover over the metro- 
politan trouble spots to get him 
out as quickly as possible. 

Good cars. Good roads, Good 
gasoline. We take them all for 
granted today. Driving an auto’ 
is one of the commonplace ac- 
tivities this summertime of 1958. 

But turn back the calendar 
just 50 years. A cross-country 
drive then was a real adventure. 


Some people became world-fa- _ 


mous simply because they drove 
an auto far enough. 

The trails blazed by those 
gasoline buggy pioneers placed 
the internal combustion engine 
smack in the middle of the Ame- 
rican dream, 

Take that Thomas Flyer, for 
example, It won the New York- 
to-Paris race sponsored in 1908 
by three newspapers. A Gotham 
newspaper reporter was one of 
its passengers. The idea of this 


_ adventure through the tinder- 


dry, western deserts and the 
swirling snows of Siberia was so 
preposterous that most Ameri- 
can auto makers refused to en- 
ter it, 

But the Thomas, with its»four 
cylinders and 60 horsepower, 
made it panting ‘into Paris as 


‘the winner on July 31. It had 


left Times Square on Feb. 12 
throbbing to the send-off shouts 


‘of 50,00 —persons. En route, stal- 


lions had pulled the car through 
mul, and a ship had carried it 
‘across the Pacific, depositing it 
it in Japan to brave the wild 
mountain ranges. Sputtering 
through Russia, it showed many 
a staring native his first motor- 
car 


But 1908, after all, was-a year 
of great deeds! A British- drill- 
ing party struck of] in Persia 
just as funds were running out; 
this was the first “black gold” 


s richest oll re- 
gion. A pitcher "tor the Chicago 
White Sox, hurling under the 
imposing name of Big Ed Walsh, 
won 40 games in the 1908 sea- 
son. And. that autumn, out In 
Dearborn, Mich., Henry Ford 
began to turn out the Model T, 
the car that promised to make 
every man a traveler, if not a 
king. 

While the globe-girdling auto 
turned wilderness trails into 
headlines a half-century ago, 
there was a lot of steam, too, in 
the coast-to-coast adventure 
in America. In 1908 a lumber 
merchant from Johnstown, Pa., 
Jacob M. Murdock, did what no 
man had done before for his 
family; he drove them across 
the country by motorcar. 

This trip is described in a re- 
cent issue of the American Pet- 
roleum Institute’s “Quarterly,” 
which sets this stage for the five 
pioneering Murdocks and their 
mechanic: 

“Automobiles then: were so 
few that newspapers published 
the names of purchasers. Most 
makes were troublesome and all 
tires were frail. Gasoline was 


sold by -hardware stores.” 

The elder, Murdock assembled 
1,200 pounds of equipment. for 
the 3,700-mile trip, including a 
winch for extricating the car 
from holes, 400 feet of rope, @ 


ank of compressed air for in- 
flating the tires, a carbine, and 
two long hickory poles. 

The auto was a spoke-wheeled, 
high-fendered Packard. It chug- 
ged through the trip, Pasadena 
to Central Park, in 32 days 
without running at all on the 
seven Sundays. 


Spinning across the desert, 
the Murdocks stopped to ask 
directions when the road disap- 
peared from beneath their 
wheels. The instructions, pre- 
served as a bit of Americana, 
prove that road advice from a 
local citizen Avas ambiguous 
from the start/ _ 

“You will ‘ceme to Coyote 
Lake, (a dry lake, which you") 
smust ¢ross,”~ the resident de- / 
clared. “On the other side you 
will run into deep drift sand. 
Most cars go that far and turn 
back. I f you keep going ahead, 
you may get through.” (The 
Murdocks got through the sand, 
but only after wrapping the 
rear wheels with heavy rope.) 

This family trip proved a 
boon to touring and “Motor” 
magazine soon was offering a 
silver medal struck by Tiffany 
to every amateur motorist who 
crossed the continent, the API 
notes, writes Vartanig G. Vartan 
in he Christian Science Monitor, 

By this time a new phenome- 
non appéared on the rdéad. The 
lady motorist. Later, the self- 
starter would increase women 
drivers by the millions. 

The API rundown on coast-to- 
coast trips offers this dazzling 
bit of history on the woman be- 
hind the wheel: 

“Women soon became drivers 
as well as passengers on trans- 
continental tours. Alice H. Ram- 
sey, wife of John R. Ramsey of 
Hackensack, N.J., was the first. 
Accompanied by three other 
Hackensack matrons, she drove 
a 30-horsepower Maxwell from 
New Work to San Fransisco in 
35 days in the summer of 1909, 
She was then president of the 
Women’s Motoring Club of New 
York, 

“Asa motion-picture publi- 
city stunt, Anita King, ‘the 
Paramount Girl,’ drove alone in 
doing the same distance in 49 
days in Peete in 1915, and 
made appearances in 102 thea- 
ters en route.” (The next year 
a law office stenogrdpher from 
Sacramento, whizzing along ‘in 
an 8-cylinder roadster, did the 
distance in 11 days.) 

The fenders and the tool box 
and the gas lamps are gone now 
from the pioneering auto of 60 
years ago... But some things 
never changef When the Ford 
people wanted to dramatize a 
secret, pre-saleroom model of 
their 1958 marvel, they hit upon 
this idea: “Let's drive it around 
the world!” 

So Ford took to the global 
roads under wraps. The cars 
kicked up the high dust of At- 
ghanistan, glided along the steep 
hills of Yugoslavia and passed 
the camels in Pakistan. Socony- 
Mobil Oil Company sent along 
a man with the motoring cara- 
van and Ford packed cameras 
into a station wagon to adver- 
tise later to potential car own- 
ers just how a 1958 model could 
eo even on a soil.

From this 
humble beginning—the birth of 
the wheel—has grown our great 
transportation industry with the 
multitude of trucks, automobiles 
and tractors so essential to mo- 
dern farming.

The evolution of wheeled. ve- 
hicles was a slow process, with 
each age bringing new require- 
ments. Circular wooden discs 
were adequate for early Egyp- 
tian chariots, Grecian agricul- 
tural carts and Roman baggage 
wagons, but wooden carriage 
wheels with iron tires were 
needed by the time of the post- 
chaise, the landeau and the 
brougham. They were needed, 
too, to roll the ungainly Cones- 
toga wagons across the North 
American prairies and to move 
lumbering stage-coaches along 
early Canadian roads. 

In the latter part of the 19th 
century, when comfort-loving 
travellers demanded smoother 
rides, carriage-makers began to 
cushion tires with rubber. Both 
solid rubber and pneumatic tires 
were in use before the arrival of 
the automobile.

When early automobiles and 
trucks took over the evolution of 
the wheel, there was little im- 
mediate change. Wooden carriage 
wheels, or wire bicycle wheels 
were still needed to hold the car 
body high off the badly rutted 
ground, Gradually roads im- 
proved and smaller, sturdier 


implements which could be at- 
tached to this tractor were in- 
vented soon after. Farm mech- 
anization now lacked but one 
thing—a suitable tire. This was 
provided in 1932 with the per- 
fection of a low-pressure, pneu- 
matic tire which offered farmers 
increased economy, traction and 
comfort.

Woods And Wilds 


Through chance, I had the 
happiness the other day of play- 
ing host to a Mr. and Mrs. John 
Paxton of New Jersey, who had 
never been in Maine before but 
were willing to learn, They said 
they had a good time. 


It was a lovely day — for a 
change. Warm in the sun, but a 
breeze off the mountains, and 
conditions right for those fly 
hatches which keep the trout 
enthusiastic. So we went along 
the big lake and left our boat 
where the trail takes off to a 
mountain pond that shall be 
nameless. We walked the woods 
trail until we came to this pond, 
where I knew there were boats. 
We also knew nobody else was 
using them. 

There are many gustatory ex- 
periences in this world which 
have their supporters, but there 
is nothing’ to-tep a feed of East- 


ern Brook Trout takém=from the 


cold northern waters and slap 
ped into an inch of salt pork fat 
at the soonest possible oppor- 
tunity. There are many trouts, 
including the salmons, but of 
them all the Eastern Brookie is 
king, queen, and speaker of the 
house. = 


These that I speak of are not 
hatchery fish, introduced by 
state conservationists, but native 
fish. They are descendants of 
those prehistoric sea-run trout 
who crowded up our rivers after 
the glacial age, and then stayed 
—either by choice or by chance. 
Up at the head of this pond is 
a vast cedar swamp and logan, 
a jungle of roots and pools, and 
there these aboriginal trout 
have spawned since time began. 
They still spawn there, and their 
offspring feed down through the 
streams and ponds to stock the 
waters of a whole region. This 
pond is seldom fished, at least 
to the extent near-by sporting 
areas are, and accordingly is a 
sure-fire place to take newly 
come visitors to teach them the 
good things of life.

“Evil That Men Do

The havoc created by the late 
Senator McCarthy's sensational 
foray into the Army’s Fort Mon- 
mouth Signal Corps base five 
years ago has at last. been -re- 
paired.

maining six employes why it had 
dismissed them as security risks

in his Fort Monmouth adventure,

viduals involved but to the na- 


tional security as well. The Sig- 
nal Corps was engaged in. im- 
portant aspects of missile #e- 


search at Fort Monmouth, and a 
number of the suspended em- 
ployes were top experts in the 
reasearch program. The Me- 
Carthy charges not only took 
these experts out of service; it 
also made recruitment of scien- 
tists more difficult ard shattered 
the morale of al! those employed 


at Fort Monmouth. When one 
reflects that not.a shred of 
evidence has ever been adduced 
to support the reckless McCarthw 
charges of espionage at Fort 
Monmouth, one can hardly es- 
cape the conclusion that hit-and- 
run driving can be as disastrous 
in politics as on the highway.

PROCEDURE FACES 
QUESTION MARK

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Can a farmer sell hogs direct to 
packing plants, after the July 25 
plebiscite in which the Ontario Hog 
Producers’ Association co-operative 
marketing plan received more than 
the two-thirds. vote necessary for 
approval? 

That seems to be the $64 question. 

The difficulty is that the question 
of the legality of the marketing plan 
is still before the Supreme ‘Court. 

Last week, in Kitchener, Peter 
McDonald, a Brighton district farmer 
produced a signed statement declar- 
ing that Agricultural Minister, Good- 
fellow had told him and other hog 
producers there would be no prose- 
eutions until the Supreme Court had 
given a ruling. Mr. Goodfellow denied 
making such a statement 

The Ontario Hog Producers’ 
Association, however, apparently be- } 
lieves that the. decision whether {| 
there should be prosecutions rests 
with it, rather than with Mr. Good- 
fellow. 

This would mea that a decision 
as to whether sales direct to the 
packer are now illegal would be @ 
question for thé courts to decide. _ 

Whether the courts will be called | 
upon to give such a ’ decision, or | 
whether any further action will 
await a ruling by the Supreme 
Court, expected next month, is 
apparently anybody's guess. 

However, Roy W Sills, of Hallo- 
way, president of the Hastings 
County Hog Producers’ Association, 
said Tuesday that hog ‘producers 
were disappointed by what he termed 
the lack of any definite pronounce- 
ment by Agriculture Minister Good- 
fellow on this issue.

In the 45 years since his dis- 
appearance the theories serious.y 
advanced about his fate have 
covered almost every conceiv- 
able possibility. Accidental 
drowning could never be ruled 
cut completely, and yet there 
were no motives for murder and 


_ for suicide..On the other hand, 


it was never proven beyond 


‘doubt that Diesel died at that 


time; one newspaper report said 
he left the ship in disguise and 
went to Canada to work as 2 
ranch hand. 


Regardless of how he met his 
end, Diesel’s work lives on today 
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-By Diesel’s own account, a state- 
ment by von Linde gave birth 


to the idea that determined the 
young student’s life work. 


“Gentlemen,” yon Linde told 
his students at the end ofa 
lecture, “we must conclude that, 


considering the great amount of . 


{uel required, existing prime 
movers produce relatively small 
power.”

— is the most efficient internal 
combustion engine ever built. The 
full significance of his invention 
Was not realized at the time of 


a new kind of engine. The in- 
ternal combustion engine that 
was then moving to the fore in 


his death, but today Diesel would 
find the world has paid him the 
supreme tribute — by making 
his name a part of the language. 
In highway, rail and boat trans- 
portation, in construction, agri- 
culture, the generation of elec- 
tricity, mining, oil and gas drill- 


ing, and the hundreds of other 


activities - that are extending 
and raising living standards, 
diesel engines —- ranging in 


weight from 300. to two million 
pounds —- move in the very fore- 
front. 

The fate of his engine contrast- 
ed greatly with the tragic, har- 
assed life — andsthe mysterious 
death — of the” man himself. 
Afflicted by excruciating head- 
aches, challenged by his col- 
leagues at every turn, and sensi- 


* tive to the opposition and abuse 


he faced, Diesel proved that in 
spite of all obstacles he was 
the exemplar of what he believ- 
ed an inventor should be. 

“The inventor,” he once said, 
“must be an optimist, since the 
full driving power of an idea 
is to be found only in the mind 
of the originator. He alone has 


the sacred fire to push it 
through.” 
That Diesel possessed this 


“sacred fire” was certainly evi- 
dent even in his youth. Born and 
raised in Paris of German par- 
ents and educated for a time in 


London and later in Germany, 
he was fluently tri-Ungual . At 


the engineering school he attend- 
ed in Augsburg, Germany, 
graduated at the age of 12 — the 
youngest in the class -- with the 
highest scholastic record in the 
history of the school. . 

At the same time he was a 
yerson of such sensitivity as to 
make his life almost unbearable. 
(Diesel, who thought of himself 
as a Frenchman, wrote in later 
years that his expulsion from 
France, vith all other Germans, 
at the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian War left his mind per- 
manently searred with the. hu- 
miliation of being a refugee.) In 
kis youth his sensitivity drove 
him within himself and he be- 
came deeply absorbed in engin- 
ecring. studies. As a result, 
won aq scholarship to attend the 
Munich Polytechnic School, 

At that time the most famou; 
member of the faculty at Munich 
was Professor Carl von Linde, 
the engineer. who first succeeded 
in liquefying air and who dis- 
covered many of the

. tion principles employed today. 
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Germany, appears to have been 
the basis of the new principles 
being formed in Diesel’s mind. 
At last, in 1892, two years after 
he left Paris to handle von 
Linde’s business in northern 
Germany, Diesel’s first blue- 
prints were complete, and he 
applied for a patent. From the 
German Patent Office came 
patent No. 67207 — for “Work- 
ing Processes for Internal Com- 
bustion Engine.” Although the 
office had received many appli- 
cations for such patents, the of- 
ficials decided that. Diesel’s idea 
was brand new. 

Actually, it was both old and 
new. From the internal combus- 
tion €ngines then coming into 
prominence in Germany, he bor- 
rowed the idea of turning the 
heat of fuel’ into useful work 
within a cylinder. But here the 
similarity ended. Instead of hav- 
ing a spark explode compressed 
gases in the cylinder, Diesel: em- 
ployed a principle he had learn- 
ed in hijgmears of research: if air 
is compressed sufficiently, it will 
reach qa temperature high enough 
to ignite fuel. Diesel found that 
at. 500 pounds of pressure per 
square inch, the compressed air 
would reach a temperature of 
1000 degrees Fahrenheit. 

By devising a way of igniting 
{vel.without a spark; Diesel did 
uway with -any need for a car- 
buretor, which mixes gasoline 
and air into a vapor before it is 
injected into the cylinder. It-.was 
an important simplification be- 
cause even in today’s automobile 
engine the carburetor remains 
one of the most finicky parts. 
More important, his engine was 
cesigned to operate at a com- 
pression ratio more than double 
that of the gasoline engine. (This 
| was possible because the intens- 
| ity of the explosion in a. diesel 
engine can ‘be controlled by 
| varying the amount of fuel in- 
| jected; whereas in the gasoline 

engine the ratio of air to gaso- 

line remains constant, and there 
i can be no variation in the in- 
| tensity of the explosion, but only 
in the number of explosions - per 
second.). Thus, by finding a way 
| of making a greater proportion 
| cf the heat in the cylinder do 
| useful work, Diesel had done 
| what he set out to do: he had 
designed a more efficient engine 
than any then in existence.

the historic “Theory and Con- 
struction of a Rational Heat En- 
gine to Replace Steam and the 
Fxisting Internal Combustion 
Engine.” “ 

His book did the trick. With 
Augsburg officials and the giant 
Krupp corporation sharing the 
risk, Diese] got the money to go 
ahead on’ construction. Within 
the vear the prototype. of Dicsel’s 


engine was ready. for its first 
test

stepped up to the machine and

up, knocking him unconscious. 
As he convalesced in hospital his 
optimism returned. His notes, in

paid Diesel $250,000 for the 
American and British patents. 


Despite his newly won wealth, 
Diesel had more problems than 
ever, Inventors in several coun- 
tries, notably in Europe, tried 
to infringe on his patents, while 
others criticized the engine as 
unsafe and uneconomic. In 
workers agitated 
against it, fearing its greater ef- 
ficiency would cost séme.of them 
their jobs. : 


To defend himself and his en- 
gine against these attacks, Diesel 
travelled to many narts of the 
industrializéd - world, making 
speecnes, writing. articles and 
werding off threats of litigation, 
To some extent these trips were 
successful, but with his dignified 
bearing (which seemed pompous 
to many) and the pince-nez 
through which he peered at 
the world (disdainfully, me 
thought), he never cut’a popular 
figure anywhere. 


Moreover, unlike most of the 
great inventors of his time, Diesei 
was not a workshop engineer. 
He did not invent by rule-of- 


iy ed trial and error. His 
critics ’@alled him .a “paper in- 


ventor” becdu®® every step he 
tcok was prefaced by meticulous 


mathematical analysis. He was, 
in short, an early-day “egg- 
head.” 

Finally the strain of the 


struggie was too much for him. 
In 1898, when he was just #40. 
he suffered a nervous. break- 
down. 

Comforted by his wife Martha, 
he gradually recovered enough 
to resume work, but his trips be- 
came less frequent, his experi- 


ments fewer and his defense of 


his engine less impassioned. He 
was never quite the same again 
lis headaches began returning 
with greater frequency and viol- 
ence, and he was soon able to do 
little else but manage his per- 
sonal‘ investments and watch the 
porgress of the machine that 
bore. his name. 

Then his investments failed 
He lost a million marks—about 
$250,000—-in land deals, and an- 
other fortune in oi] stocks. By 
1913 he was all but penniless. 

In that year, however, he saw 
a glimmer of new hope. The 
British government invited him 
over to talk to a group of manu- 
facturers about using his engine 
in ‘submarines. 

He left his home in Augsburg,

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Earth’s Inside 


Anyone watching a geyser, hoi 
spring or fumarole (volcanic 
steam’ jet) in the West may wel: 
wonder why the earth’s hot in- 
terior is not» used as a source 


of energy, in the manner of voi- 


canic steam power plants in cen- 
tral Italy. Last month Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co. of California 
announced that it has struck # 
Geal to make electricity out of 
underground steam produced 
jointly by Magma Power Co, of 
Los Angeles and Thermal Power 
Co. of San Francisco 

The site of the earth-power 
plant will be a hot spot near 
Healdsburg, 60 miles north of 
San Francisco, where hot spring; 
and fumaroles abound President _ 
Barkman C. McCabe of Magma 
Power thinks: that a crack in 
the earth’s crust allowed magma 
from the earth’s hot interior to 
rise fairly near the surface 
Magma is uneasy stuff, an in 
tensely hot solution of steam and 
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cause he knew too much’ about 
Germany's new submarines that 
would have been of service to 
the British. The sailor pointed 


.out that only a few weeks after 
‘Diesel’s disappearance, a bodr 


had been recovered from the 
Scheldt Estuary. .Such a body 
had been found, and had in fact 
been identified as Diesel’s, but 
the identification had been:based 
only on the size of the body and 
the presence on it of a pair of 
gold-rimmed glasses. 


Later the public learned of 
Diesel’s financial setbacks, and 
cne of his sons, Eugen, revealed 
that on occasion his father had 
discussed suicide with him. Un- 
aware that his father might have 
been considering it for himself, 
Eugen had even suggested jump-~ 
ing from a ship as the best 
method. But if Diesel did com- 
mit suicide, did he have any 
reason to take his valuable 
paper with him? 


Because all the evidence is cir- 
cumstantial, we will probably 
never know how Rudolf. Diesel 
died. We do know, however, that 
he made an enormous contribu- 
tion to industry and transporta~ 
tion. Within a few brief years 
of his death, millions were now 
moving and !iving by his machine 
—the engine that, in one way or 
enother, may have been re-.. 
sponsible for ending the life ot — 
its inventor.
